The serial number on the black rifle box, Ql, was 
determined to be 4744Z5. This box originally contained a 
.243 Winchester caliber Browning rifle. 

Iho Q3 cartridge .case was identified as having 
been fired in the Q2 rifle. The, only marks found on Q3,’ 
othci’ than marks made during rnanv.f act wing procedures, were 
one extractor max'k which was Identified ns having been made 
by the extractor of the Q2 rifle and the marks left on Q3 by 
the Q2 rifle when Q3 was fired. 

The bullet, Q04, from the victim is a .30 caliber 
metal-jacketed "soft-point" sporting-typo bullet of Rom ins ton - 
Pctei s manufacture which was fired from a ban - cl rifled with 
six lands and grooves, right twist. Based on (lie physical 
characteristics of the general rifling impressions , the Q64 
]?n co,J ld have been fired from the Remington rifle, Q2. The 
QG4 bullet has been distorted due to mutilation and insufficient 
marks of value for identification remain on this bullet. Therefore 
it was not possible”!© determine whether or not Q64 was fired 
^rora the Q2 rifle. 

The Q64 bullet is identical in all remaining 
observable physical characteristics to the 1G0 grain bullets 
in the five loaded .30-06 iigringf ield caliber Remington-Peters 
cartridges, 04 through Q8. 

Based on physical characteristics , specimen QG4 
and die cartridge case, _ Q3 , could originally Jiavo been portions 
of the same cartridge, which would be the sane as the Q4 through 
Q3 cartridges. No marks are present on Q04 of the typo which 
would permit determining positively whether or, not the Q64 bullet 
was originally a portion of the cartridge represented by Q3. 

The five cartridges, Q4 through Q3, conform in* 
description to the type of cartridges packaged by the 
manufacturer in the Peters cartridge box in which they were 
submitted. Because of the mnnnex* in which cartridges are 
boxed at the factory, it is • ■ possible to determine 
whethor or not the cartridge represented by Q3 or any of the 
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Q4 through 00 cai’tridges vvc.ro packaged in the same box by 
the manuf acturcr . 


The Peters cartridge box in which Q4 through Q8 
were submitted also contained four U. 3. Military cai'tridges, 
containing full-metal jacketed 150 grain bullets, different 
-from Q64. The manufacture!’ ’ s head.stamp on those cax’tridgos 
is "R A 55." The "R A” indicates that these cartridges 
were manufactured by Remington Arms Company, Xncox’poratcd, 
Bridgeport, Connecticut. Cartridges bearing ”05" are those 
normally manufactured in ll>55. 

' Examination of the four cartridges , <0 through 
Q12, revealed no marks indicating these cartridges had cvex* 
been loaded into a weapon. The only marks on these cai'tridges 
appear to be rnai'ks produced by the manufacturer 1 s machines and 
'marks of the typo produced by metal-link ammunition belts of 
the type used v/ith machine guns. The link bolt marks on Q9 
through Qi:> ;ire suitable for comparison with the metal links 
from which the cartx’idgoo were withdrawn. in metal-link 
belts, each cax’ti’ldge server; to hold adjacent links togethci’. 
As each cnrti’idge is withdrawn, a link (which is expendable) 
separates from the rest of the belt. 


No aluminum, screen-type scratches, paint, wood 
or other foreign material was found on the muzzle or side 
of the barrel of the Q2 rifle.

Property Index or the National Crime Information Center for 
a Dx’owning rifle, Sox’ ini Number 4744Z5, as originally contained 
in 01; for the Q2 rifle; for a licdfield 2X-7X variable 
telescope sight , Sex-ial Number A 17350 (which is mounted on 
Q2) , ox- for the Bushnell binoculars, Q14, Nerial Number DQ40830 

Ho serial number which would facilitate tracing 
was found oh the V/eavcx- telescope sight mount and base on 
Q2. The screws used to secure the sight cube to the mount 
wore "finger" tight. No tool was required to loosen them 
and no toolmarks of value for comparison are present. 
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The magnification setting of the Loloscono 
night tube was "Ggx" when the Q2 rifle v/as received.

The 
number "130712". is printed on the end of the box and "4744Z5" 
has been hand printed on the same end. 


Specimen Q13 is a large green and brown bedspread.

Tho object or objects causing the damage 
were larger than a bullet of .30 caliber size and irregular 
in shape as all of tho yarns were broken, not cut. One 
or more segments of bone could not be eliminated as tho 
cause of tho damage . 

The right lapel of the Q78 coat has three damaged 
areas on the surface of tho fabric. Theso areas have been 
torn by sotuo object or objects, but the daznaso does not 
extend through the lapel. The torn areas vary from 1/4" 
to 1' in length and the condition of the yarns indicates 
the object or objects struck tlib coat from above and probably 
glnncod off the coat. 


Duo to the sir, os and ragged edgos of tho damaged 
areas of the Q76 shirt, Q77 necktie and Q78 suit coat, 
it was not possible to recognize any bullet holes or to 
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determine from visual examination whether cr not a bullet 
or any bullet fragments had passed through or struck these 
items . 


No bullet holes were found in Q79 through Q85. 

The edges of the hole torn in the 076 shirt 
collar, the edges of the three tears on the collar of the 
Q78 suit coat and the material near the ends of the Q77 
necktie were contaminated with traces of lead which could 
have come from a bullet or from bullet fragments. The lead 
contamination of these items could not be associated with 
a particular bullet or lead source.
